The premier began by informing 


them that neither this dinner nor.any 
other private or public aid. extended 
to men and women without work was 
iiumy sense charity, .but simply whSt 
was' rightfully due them from those 
who were fortunate enough to be able1 
to help. ' He said it was not their 
fault tbat they were w'ithout means of 
ivelihood, but the fault of warped con- 
dftions throughout Europe. 


Air. Branting warned his guests that 


the efforts of the state to better social 
and economic conditions could not be 
expected to lead to immediate results. 


Alluding to the chaos in Russia, he 


declared that the slow-moving ef- 
forts of the old established govern- 
ment system to improve social condi- 
tions was indefinitely preferable to 
the breaking up of the old system. The 
world had seen where such a course 
led. But social solidarity, he contin- 
ued, demanded from every person that 
be help as far as he possibly could in 
relieving the distress of the moi* un- 
fortunate. 


"I hope," the 
Premier 
continued, 


'Uhat others will follow this example 
and tbat you will see thereby, an ut- 
terance of social 
solidarity 
which 


breaks through all barriers."
